The Justice Department does not 
plan to recommend additional civil 
rights legislation at the newly opened 
session of Congress, Attorney General 
William P. Rogers says. 

Rogers has expressed the view that 
the country should “let some little 
time elapse” to observe the workings 
of the civil rights act adopted last 
time. 

He admits it would be “just as well 
not to have another debate of (the 
kind in the last session) at this ses- 
sion.”

The greatest exploitation in 1957 of the inherent desire by church people 
in the United States to do good for their fellowman has been Communist 
subversion in the fields of race incitation and race tension. Those white and 
Negro people who honestly and sincerely want to aid the American Negro 
is pune the corn of propaganda in front of them. Every kernel should be 
examined. 

The Protestants are large enough, well enough financed, and should be 
resourceful enough to “do good” without being used by an opposite and 
atheistic ideology. 

There is an abundance of public records to show that the National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People is being used, and through 
it many g white and Negro people are being influenced by Communist- 
fronters. 83 of the 162 names on a 1957 national headquarters letterhead 
of the NAACP have been connected with Communist enterprises. Some 
of the worst records of Communist fronting in the United States are con- 
nected with individuals included among 70 out of the 89 names which 
appear on a 1957 letterhead of the Committee of 100, the Legal Defense 
and Educational Fund of the NAACP. 

Those white and Negro people who want to approach the Negro ques- 
tion objectively are urged to study the records. Anybody who wants to 
help the Negro gain self respect and the wholesome respect of his fellow 
citizens, and who wants to improve the lot of the Negro in the U. S., will 
separate himself and his church or other institution from the periphery of 
the Communist conspiracy which uses the race controversy to divide and 
conquer the United States.

What would Abraham Lincoln have done in the Little Rock 
situation? 

Being circulated in pamphlet form and reprinted on editorial 
pages across the Southland recently is this version: 

Forescore and seven Mondays ago my Supreme Court brought 
forth on this continent a new constitution conceivegl in Wash- 
ington and dedicated to the proposition that all segregationists are 
bayoneted equal. Now we are in a second Civil War testing 
whether that Black Monday or any other Monday so conceived 
and so dedicated can long be endured. We are met in a great 
battlefield of the Little Rock Central High School. Our para- 
troopers have come to desecrate a portion of that field as a final 
resting place for those who there gave their all that States Rights 
might live. It is altogether fitting and proper that we do this 
for the sake of our enemies thoughout the world, to whom we've 
given $60 billion since the second world War to make safe for 
democracy. But in a larger sense, we cannot carry New York, 
New Jersey, Michigan, nor even the United Nations unless we 
integrate everything. The brave paratroopers who are living here 
have restored us into the good graces of Russia, NAACP, Africa, 
and Mrs. Roosevelt, far above my own power to add or subtract. 

The South will little note nor long remember what we say 
here, but it can never forget what we did here. It is for us, the 
Modern Republicans, to do this before the Democrats beat us to 
it. It is rather for us to be here dedicated to the great integration 
campaigns remaining before us,—that from these honored para- 
troopers we take increased devotion to that cause for which we 
gave the last full measure of dictatorship,—that we were highly 
resolved that these States Rights shall not have died in vain,— 
that these States under Sherman Adams shall have a new dearth 
of freedom,—and that government of the Supreme Court, by the 
paratroopers, and for the minorities, shall not perish at the next 
election. 










The “Positive” Thinker : 
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Report From

CLINTON: Defense attorneys, 
representing over 300 years of ex- 
perience at the bar, are “very enthusi- 
astic” over the possibility of getting 
a new trial on appeal to the Sixth 
Circuit for the “Clinton Six” who 
received probated sentences.

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What Is Positive Thinking? 


It has become quite the fashion to advocate a “positive” approach to our 
problems, and at the same time to condemn what is ell ‘ 
approach. Why proposals cannot stand or fall on their own merits, without 
the use of meaningless but loaded adjectives, is a question not usually 
answered. 

The same trick of semantics more often takes the form of terming one’s 
own projects “progressive,” while another's are “reactionary.” 

Take an example. 

Farmer Jones’ chickens set up a terrific cackling and squawking in the 
middle of the night. Upon investigating, Farmer Jones discovered a raccoon 
trying to get in the hen coop. Being a “positive” thinker, he warned the 
chickens to be calm. He explained to them that the “positive” approach would 
be to sit down with the coon around the table and been his problem. After 
all, he assured them, the coon had a perfect constitutional right to try to 
get in the coop with them, and “science” had not established absolute proof 
that coons and chickens are different. Not being aware of these great “posi- 
tive” truths, the chickens raised cain all night. 

Another raccoon tried to raid Farmer Brown’s chicken yard. Now 
Farmer Brown hadn’t heard about the “positive” approach, so he immediately 
dispatched the coon, told the chickens to’shut up, and went back to bed. 

The “positive” thinkers may protest that Farmer Brown used what they 
choose to call the “negative” approach, but regardless of name, it was 
damned effective. 








Regular Meetings Do Help 


Local officers of the Mississippi Ciitzens’ Councils completed their 
annual district meetings last month in each of the six congressional districts. 
At each district meeting, brief reports were heard from each of the organized 
counties. The list of accomplishments within these counties, often against 
substantial opposition, is an everlasting tribute to the perseverance and in- 
telligent dedication of the local Council leadership. 

In each of the counties with flourishing organizations, varied though 
their problems and accomplishments might have been, all of these Councils 
have one thing in common. 

Their executive committees meet regularly. 

The question of full membership meetings is one which has many an- 
swers. Some of the Councils in the smaller communities meet once a month 
or more often. Many other Councils find it more convenient to have less 
frequent membership meetings, depending upon events and the desires of 
their people. 

But meetings of the local executive committee are another matter en- 
tirely. The importance of frequent, regular meetings cannot be overstated. 

In one Mississippi town almost three years ago conditions were in a 
chaotic state when the Council was organized. The executive committee of 
this Council resolved to meet at noon every Friday until the Council’s ob- 
jectives were accomplished. Little by little, step by step, and bit by bit their 
objectives were accomplished by systematic work planned, co-ordinated and 
led through these weekly meetings of the local officers. Today, this execu- 
tive committee continues to meet at noon every Friday, and the Citizens’ 
Council in that community has the situation completely in hand. It is a strong, 
flourishing organization. 

Does your executive committee meet regularly, at least once a month? 

If not, the solution to many of your local problems may be found in 
that procedure. 


School Mixing Up North

School integrationists in the North 
are now beginning to see some of the 
fruits of their labors in the four big 
cities where it has flourished longest: 

New York: The ——- to “bus” 
negro students across the city en 
masse to create an unrealistic inte- 
grating that defies the fact that 
negroes live in segregated sections has 
failed. The New York School Board 
has given it up as a bad chore. Of 
the total integrationists die-hards, says 
the assistant superintendent: “They 
are deluding themselves.” 

Chicago: Officials of the NAACP 
have charged that Chicago public 
schools are, in fact, the most segre- 
gated of any major city outside the 
Deep South. Robert L. Birchman, 
Illinois NAACP director, has been 
quoted: The Chicago public school 
system practices racial discrimination 
“more than they do in Little Rock.” 

Philadelphia: Riots and violence 
among negro teen-agers are so num- 
erous that lawlessness is one of the 
main concerns of the city. 


Washington: As fast as this “fed- 
eral” city can integrate its schools, the 
people solve their desire for segrega- 
tion by the natural process of moving 
to all-white suburbs, leaving the city 
to the negroes and the NAACP. 


The latest official census of public 
schools in D. C. shows a whopping 
71 percent of total school enrollment 
to be negroes—three out of four. 


Integration in the national capitol 
began in 1954, and in three years 
there has been a quiet, but massive 
exodus of white students out of the 
city. 

Negro enrollment in Washington 
gained 7.3 percent last year, while 
white enrollment dropped another 8 
percent. This accelerating trend indi- 
cates that within 10 years, Washing- 
| ton’s school would be all-negro.

Tennessee. 

NASHVILLE: The Parents Prefer- 
ence Committee and the Tennessee 
Federation for Constitutional Govern- 
ment achieved a hard earned victory 
when the Nashville School Board 
voted to adopt the voluntary school 
preference plan. According to federal 
Judge William E. Miller’s memoran- 
dum opinion, the plaintiffs in the 27- 
months old suit have 20 days after 
the plan is filed in federal court to 
voice exceptions. 

In deciding to recommend the 
voluntary plan, the School Board’s 
instruction committee said it was 
guided by the realization “that an 
overwhelming majority of the people 
of Nashville are deeply and consci- 
entiously opposed to compulsory in- 
tegration.” 

According to Nashville attorney 
Tom P. Gore, the voluntary plan is 
based on the 14th Amendment and 
calls for three school systems: (1) 
negro; (2) white; (3) and racially 
mixed, with the parents permitted to 
select the system for their child. 

Nashville’s race-mixers fear this 
plan because it provides freedom of 
choice and there is a good possibility 
that none of the whites and but a 
few of the negroes would choose the 
“mixed-up” school. Another objec- 
tion is that it offers an alternative to 
“force.”

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MONUMENTS TO 
INTEGRATION 


(AN EDITORIAL) 


Early in 1954 the Mississippi Legislature, upon the request of a number 
of civic and veterans groups, authorized the Building Commission to donate 
to the Veterans Administration approximately 30 acres of state land in 
North Jackson for the purpose of consthfeting a new veterans hospital to 
replace the present hospital built during World War II in West ns ncn 

At approximately the same period, the present V.A. Hospital was 
ordered integrated, along with all other veterans hospitals, by President 
Eisenhower in respgnse to pressure from negro Congressman Adam Clayton 
Powell of Harlem dnd the NAACP. There was no public announcement at 
the time that the races were ordered to be oie In fact, it has been 
learned that the orders were carried out with as much secrecy as possible 
all over the country. At the V.A. Hospital in Jackson, it is understood that 
segregation did continue in practice until a change in administration a year 
or two later resulted in the patients and staff being completely mixed. 

The public generally was still not aware of these conditions until the 
summer of 1957 when the integrated experiences of a white veteran’s wife 


made headline news, and attention became focused on the whole sorry situa- | 


tion for the first time. 


The Executive Committee of the Mississippi Association of Citizens’ 


Councils protested strongly the integration of veterans hospital facilities, 
as did a number of local Councils and local veterans groups. Protests of a 
similar nature arose in Louisiana, Alabama and other Soutidin states. The 
Jackson Citizens’ Council pointed out the way would be opened to residential 
integration attempts by negro staff members. Since that time, it has been 
learned that the possibility of residential integration has been of major con- 
cern in the neighborhood of the existing hospital in West Jackson. 

Integration in veterans hospitals thus became a public issue. 

In Mississippi, the donation of state land for a new integrated replace- 
ment in North Jackson for the old integrated hospital in West Jackson be- 
came a related issue. 

On the first point there was virtually no disagreement in the state. 

On the second point there was considerable difference of opinion. 

Some said that financial participation by the State of Mississippi in this 
project would be our “Monument to Integration.” 

Others said that the federal government had already forced integration, 
nothing could be done about it, and raising the question of principle would 
jeopardize the new government hospital project. 

In the recent special session of the Mississippi Legislature a bill to kill 
the act authorizing donation of state land for the new integrated hospital 
was tabled in committee. Thus, the prospects are that the new integrated 
veterans hospital will be built on land donated by the State of Mississippi. 

Is this a defeat for segregation in Mississippi? 

It certainly is no victory. 

Whether it develops into a major or minor defeat, or whether it can be 
turned into a victory, depends upon future action. 

Let us review fundamentals for a moment. 

In the first place, the disease is the influence exerted on our federal 
government by the dangerously powerful inter-racial pressure groups that 
caused integration to become national policy, not only in the Veterans 
Administration, but in the entire government, including the armed services. 

This is our real “Monument to Integration.” 

The painful hospital question in Jackson is one of many symptons, by 
no means an isolated one. Virtually every federal establishment in the land 
is a “Monument to Integration” symptom of the integration disease. 

It is axiomatic that symptoms are cured only by eliminating the disease. 

How may this be done: 

By creating a climate of opinion favorable to our views. Some may 
say this is too general an answer. Yet, that ia exactly what the social revolu- 
tionaries of the NAACP and allfed groups did for half a century to bring 
about their startling series of victories in recent years. 

Specifically, here is what can be done. 

A bill could be introduced in Congress requiring the Veterans Admini- 
stration to provide separate facilities for those veterans, white or black, who 
request them. This rests on the fundamental American liberty of freedom 
of choice. State legislatures in the South could memorialize their congressional 
delegations to support the bill. Veterans organizations could all lend their 
highly influential support. 

A hearing on the bill could be scheduled before an appropriate com- 
mittee of Congress. Many veterans from various parts of the country would 
welcome the opportunity to testify as to their humiliating experiences under 
integrated conditions while helpless in government hospitals. Medical _testi- 
mony relative to the harmful psychiatric aspects of integration could be 
introduced. The part played by the high-riding race revolutionaries in bring- 
ing these unwanted conditions on our veterans would be well publicized. 

These conditions are bad enough, but a situation exists now in the armed 
services that bodes ill for the very security of our country. The hard core 
of any army is its non-commissioned officers, in many instances. The peace- 
time corporals and sergeants became the wartime captains, majors and 
colonels. A high ranking officer informed us recently that by the process 
of seniority and re-enlistment, negroes are taking over the non-commissioned 
ranks in our integrated army combat units. This means that in the event of 
rapid wartime expansion of the army, companies, battalions and regiments 
will be under negro command, the disastrous experience of the army with 
negro units to the contrary notwithstanding. This is the most fearful “Monu- 
ment to Integration” of all. 

The American public does not know these facts. A national forum 
would be provided i such a hearing. Who is there who does not think 
this effect would be profoundly felt by a government institution in Missis- 
sippi, or any other Southern state, serviced by people who live in a Southern 
society? 

A vote in Congress would be obtained if possible. Thus, a record is 
made on which candidates must stand or fall with their. constituency. 

But, some will say, such a bill would have no chance in Congress. 

If the left-wing revolutionaries had only felt that way when the first 
civil rights bill was overwhelmingly defeated decades ago, we would have 
little to worry about now! Every student of the question knows that these 
people made the introduction of civil rights legislation ‘an annual event, using 


the power of publicity gained through Congressional hearings to influence | 
ptblic opinion in their direction. Finally, as we all know, they were suc- | 


cessful. 

An attitude that one is powerless to deal with an issue because it is 
in the federal domain, or because it is within a field that the central govern- 
ment has usurped, is to surrender the battlefield in advance. Of course we 
are not powerless, unless we convince each other that we are. ¢ 

The issue of integration in the Veterans Administration is vunerable. 
An aggressive, sustained attack at the source will, in our opinion, gather 
momentum and support as the facts are laid before the public. Such an 
attack offers excellent prospects of a substantial victory.
